T'he 
trolley road at that poin't, Ma*. Barnes 
says, "is straight for some distance 
and tho motor-man must liave seen 
and recognized the president's car- 
riage with its four white horses'some 
time before the crossing was reached, 
but instead of stopping or materially 
reducing* his speed, -he came on at a 
rate that made it impossible for liim 
to stop when he s;tw that a collision 
was imminent. 
The driver of the 


president's carriage, on the other 
hand, could liaa-dly have had a clear 
view cf the track at the .point of 
crossing, us ifehe outriders on either 
side must 1-ave obstructs:! it to some 
extent at least. Among tlie people 
who gathered at the scene of the dis- 
aster, it was suggested that the driver 
of the president's carriage may have 
taken greater chances in crossing the 
track than he usually wouJd have 
token. .Ho undoubtedly fc-lt his im- 
portance as the driver of the presi- 
dent's landau and was reported to 
liave refused $1,000 to allow an&tiher 
man to take his place for the day.
